MADRID, Dec. 2.—Sixteen Fascist 
bombing planes raided Madrid to- 
day, wrecking houses in the Rosales, 
Cuatro Caminos and University City 
sections in the northwestern part of 
the city. 

The air raids were part of a gen- 
era] attack in force under cover of 
an artillery barrage. 

The emergency Red Cross station 
said the dead totaled 56 and the 
list might go as high as 100. Many 
of the victims were women and 
children. 

The fourth air raid since mid- 
night brought the total of bombs 
dropped in the capital’s western 
sector close to 70 when light bomb- 
ers dropped ten of the dreaded “ash 
cans” in the Rosales district. Ar- 
tillery and trench mortar duels 
shook the center of the city durjng 
the insurgent attack on Ponzuelo 
Las Rozas. 

Authorities said one person was 
killed by a gas attack late yester- 
day. Four persons, they said, were 
still suffering fom the fumes which 
seemed to asphyxiate those who 
breathed them. 


Mother Goes Insane. 


A mother in Jordan street went 
insane when she returned from a 
hopping expedition and found the 
dead bodies of her two children 
clutched together on the third floor 
of her apartment after a bombing. 

The Gran Via hotels and _ the 
telephone building were jammed 
with harried pedestrians to whose 
strained nerves even the closing of 
e door sounded like a bomb.

STEEL ‘SITDOWN’ STRIKE 
AFFECTS CHRYSLER PLANTS 


Assembly Operations Curtailed Be- 
cause of Shortage of Auto 
Frames. 

DETROIT, Dec. 2.—With the “sit 
down” strike at the Midland Steel 
Products Co. in its sixth day, K. T. 
Keller, president of the Chrysler 
Corporation, said assembly opera- 
tions wouldebe curtailed in Chrysler 
plants because of a shortage of au- 
tomobile frames supplied by the 

Midland Co, 

Negotiations between Midland ex- 
ecutives and leaders of the United 
Automobile Workers of America 
continued today. A. L. Faulkner 
of Cleveland, Federal Department 
of Labor conciliator, said “things 
look very hopeful for a settlement.” 

About 1200 of the 1900 employes 
of the Midland Co. quit work last 
Friday and remained in the plant 
when the management decided to 
close it. The workers posted a 
guard about the stock of completed 
frames on hand at the factory to 
prevent deliveries. 

The union’s demands include a 
general 10 per cent wage increase. 
First Vice-President Wyndham Mor- 
timer said last night “we are not 
very far apart” in the negotiations, 
adding “just a matter of a few cents 
an hour.”

Fred B. Held, district organizer 
for the Hosiery Workers of Ameri- 
ca, said about 100 employes of the 
Millfay plant had been joined by 
300 strikers from three plants of 
the Duffy company in the picket 
line. 

The Millfay strike was called be- 
fore the 3 o'clock shift. 

When the first workers emerged 
from the Millfay plant, woman 
pickets mauled them, according to 
police.

GOVERNMENT FILLS 
IN DETAILS OF CASE 


Witness, Telling of Final 
' Stages of Plot, Says Mrs. 
Muench Meant to Fool 
Dr. Pitzman Third Time. 


After about nine hours on the 
witness stand, Mrs. Grace Thomas- 
son concluded her direct testimony 
today as a Government witness in 
the trial of Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench and three co-defendants on 
a charge of using the mails to 
further a scheme to defraud in the 
Muench baby hoax. Cross-examin- 
ation of the witness was begun 
shortly after 11 o’clock before Unit- 
ed States District Judge George H. 
Moore and a jury. 

Co-defendants with Mrs, Muench 
are her husband, Dr. Ludwig OO. 
Muench, Attorney Wilfred Jones, 
the baby broker, and Mrs. Helen 
Berroyer. Specifically, they are 
charged with a plot to get sume 
of money, not specified in the in- 
dictment, from Dr. Marsh Pitzman, 
wealthy and socially prominent phy- 
sician, by representing falsely to 
him that Mrs. Muench was the 
mother of a child of which he was 
the father. In furthering this plot, 
the indictment charges, the United 
States mails were used. 

Details Added to Testimony- 

At the start of today’s session 
District Attorney Harry C. Blan- 
ton took Mrs. Thomasson over odds 
and ends she had omitted in her 
narrative yesterday, details of 
which are published elsewhere in 
this edition. 

She said that on a trip to Kansas 
City during November, 1935, Mrs. 
Berroyer told her that she, Mrs. 
Berroyer, was dressed in white and 
wore shell rim glasses “the night 
she took the Ware baby.” The 
child referred to was the son of 
Anna Ware, unwed Pennsylvania 
housemaid, the second baby used 
in the hoax. Jones had testified in 
other actions growing out of the 
hoax that it was Mrs. Thomasson, 
and not Mrs. Berroyer, who took the 
Ware baby from Midwife Rebecca 
Winner’s home at 6015 Maple ave- 
nue where it was born. 


Mrs. Thomasson testified that on 
her first trip to Chicago to get a 
third child to be palmed off as “the 
real Ware baby,” Shad Bennett, at- 
torney, gave her $50 to be used as 
expenses on the search, in Mrs. 
Muench’s presence. She testi- 
fied yesterday that Bennett took 
part in two previous conferences 
about getting a third baby, and had 
given her $540 to get it. She re- 
lated today that while on two trips 
to Chicago in December, 1935, in 
which she searched for a child, 
Mrs. Muench telephoned her twice 
and Bennett once, and she called 
Mrs. Muench once. and Bennett 
three times. Long-distance tele- 
phone records were introduced to 
document this statement. 
Conversations With Mrs. Muench. 

The witness testified that in one 
of these calls, Mrs. Muench asked 
how she was getting along on the 
attempt to get a baby. In another 
call, she continued, she told Mrs. 
Muench that she had again talked 
to Dr. Ben Reitman of Chicago, for- 
mer anarchist associate of Emma 
Goldman, named by her as the man 
who was to furnish the third baby, 
and that Dr. Reitman had raised the 
price from $300 to $500. She then 
talked to Lawyer Bennett on the 
telephone at St. Louis, she contin- 
ued, and told him same thing. Later, 
she continued, Mrs. Muench called 
back and said the price was satis- 
factory. 

On the second trip to Chicago, 
she testified, she and Jones went to 
see Dr. Reitman, where, accord-

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RESIGNS AS HEAD 
OF REFORMATORY 
~-FAGING INQUIRY 


G. W. McLain at Algoa, 
Quits—Investigation of 
Use of Supplies by Prison 
Officials. 


SAYS ONLY REASON 
IS POOR HEALTH 


Hearing on Subsistence Re- 


Attorney-General to Be- 
gin Monday.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2.—G. 
W. McLain, superintendent of the 
State Intermediate Reformatory at 
Algoa, today submitted his resigna- 
tion to the State Penal Board, in 
the face of a pending inquiry by. 
the board into alleged irregularities 
in the requisitioning of subsistence 
supplies, from the commissaries of 
both the reformatory and the peni- 
tentiary, by officials and employes 
for their own use. 

McLain’s action was announced 
after he had conferred with Chair- 
man Stephen B. Hunter of the 
Penal Board, and Paul Renz, a 
member. McLain said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“T resigned because of poor 
health of both myself and my wife. 
My record is clear. There has been 
no irregularity. Everything that 
has been done at the Reformatory 
has been done under the orders and 
with the authority of the board.” 

Wife Stayed at Hotel. 

McLain, appointed to the super- 
intendency in August, 1933, received 
$250 a. month salary, plus lodging 

Before taking the place at Algoa, 
McLain was connected with the 
management of the Seminole Hotel 
at Fulton. His wife remained at 
the hotel for about a year after his 
appointment, assisting in the man- 
agement. Reports that the hotel 
had received supplies from the 
Algoa commissary, which have 
reached Attorney-General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick, and which are expected to 
be discussed in the pending inquiry, 
were denied today by McLain, who 
said no such diversion had ever 
taken place. 

The hearing into the charges, an- 
nounced to begin next Monday in 
McKittrick’s office, will proceed 
as planned. It was ordered by the 
Attorney-General as the result of 
an investigation of subsistence re- 
quisitions issued by Parole Com- 
missioner George D. Bryant, a mem- 
ber of the Penal Board 

Scope of the Inquiry. 

McKittrick, who will handle the 
presentation of evidence, said the 
inquiry would deal chiefly with the 
purchase and disposition of food 
supplies at the penitentiary and in- 
termediate reformatory, the alleged 
beating of inmates of the reform- 
atory by guards, subsistence requisi- 
tions by Supt. McLain, subsistence 
requisitions by Bryant, and man- 
agement of the institutions. McKit- 
trick said he did not know whether 
McLain’s resignation would have 
any effect on the inquiry. 

An agreement to hold the hear- 
ing was reached after a conference 
by McKittrick with Chairman 
Hunter, director of penal institu- 
tions, and Farm © Commissioner 
Renz, a member of the board. Bry- 
ant, third member of the board, did 
not attend the conference. 

The Attorney-General announced 
yesterday that he would make for- 
ma] demand on Bryant for repay- 
ment to the State of “several hun- 
dred dollars” for foodstuffs drawn 
by Bryant since last March, for 
his own use, which were paid for 


An interesting phase of the pro- 
posed inquiry is that each of the 
three board members, including 
Bryant, has been receiving a 
monthly subsistence allowance from 
the penitentiary. McKittrick, in 
an opinion yesterday, declared such 
allowances were not authorized by 
law.

One Witness Suggests Fed- 
eral Insurance Depart- 
ment to Supplant State 
Control of Companies.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2—A recommen- 
dation to Congress for creation of 
a Federal insurance department, to 
supplant state departments, some 


of which are under political control, 
appeared likely today to result from 
the Sabath Congressional Commit- 
tee’s inquiry. Opinions favoring 
such a move were expressed today, 
as the committee continued its 
hearing of testimony on the deal by 
which the General American Life 
Insurance Co. took over the Mis- 
souri State Life of St: Louis. 

The committee heard from wit- 
nesses how David M. Milton, son-in- 
law of John D. Rockefeller Jr., and 
a few associates, acquired the Mis- 
souri State Life, with $150,000,000 
assets, without expenditure of their 
own money; made an investment 
of $2,000,000 in the successor com- 
pany, and withdrew in less than 
three years with $900,000 cash 
profit. 

Much of the story has been made 
known in St. Louis through publi- 
cation Post-Dispatch. But to 
the s of the committee, in- 
vestigating reorganizations and re- 
ceiverships, it was a new and an 

| ing recital. Principal wit- 
nesses were Walter W. Head, pres- 
ident of the General American Life 
Insurance Co, and R. Emmet 
O'Malley, State Superintendent of 
Insurance ‘of Missouri. 

Texan Is Witness. 

At today’s session, Arthur Co- 
burn, vice-president of the South- 
western Life Insurance Co. of 
Dallas, Tex., a widely known insur- 
ance actuary, expressed his belief 
that Federal action on insurance 
was necessary. Congressman 
Thomas O’Malley of Wisconsin said 
that politics too frequently con- 
trolled state departments. 
Coburn testified that his perusal 
of the annual statement of Mis- 
souri State Life, three years before 
it was thrown into receivership by 
the Missouri Insurance Department, 
convinced him that the company 
was “hopelessly insolvent.” 
“Most insurance companies which 
fail are insolvent long before state 
commissioners think they are,” Co- 
burn testified. 
“Why do you think that?” Con- 
gressman O’Malley asked: “Is it be- 
cause they are controlled by 
politics?” 
Coburn avoided a direct reply, 
preferring to base his opinion .on 
failure of Legislatures to make suf- 
ficient appropriations for efficient 
service. 
Replying to a suggestion from: 
Congressman O’Malley that Federal 
supervision, similar to that of na- 
tional banks might be desirable, 
Coburn said: 
“The national bank examinations 
are much better than state exam- 
inations of insurance companies. It 
is my opinion that the Federal Gov- 
ernment will be forced to do some- 
thing about the insurance busi- 
ness.” 
Congressman Dirksen of Illinois 
asked: Coburn whether he believed 
appointments of Insurance Commis- 
sioners were dictated by politics or 
merit. Coburn said he believed that 
in recent years there had been gen- 
eral improvement in the class of 
appointees. “A Governor who real- 
ly wants to appoint a good commis- 
sioner can find one,” he said.

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FOOD PROBLEM GET 
WORSE MADRE 


Many Poor.Families Living on 
Rice Soup and 
Bread. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Dec. 2.—The food situ- 
ation among Madrid’s 1,300,000 in- 
habitants was described to visiting 
members of the British Parliament 
today by Pablo Yague, Commissar 
of Food Supplies. 

“Large scale jmportation of food 
from abroad has become an urgent 
necessity,” the 29-year-old former 
baker told the British delegation in 
his office at the War Department. 


“The shortage of beans, potatoes 
and other foods for cooking has 
become acute.” 

All Madrid, he said, has been 
forced on a vegetarian diet. What 
little meat finds its way to the 
capital goes to the field kitchens 
for the soldiers in the trenches sur- 
rounding the city. 

The probiem of feeding the city’s 
refugees gets “‘worse every day,” 
Yague said. | 

“Actual starvation’ is not yet fac- 
ing us,” he added, “but we are all 
going short. 

“For many poor families rice 
soup and bread now constitutes 
the sole daily meal,” 

Rice, bread and milk, Yague said, 
have become the usual diet. Rice 
and bread are the city’s only abun- 
dant commodities. Twice as much 
bread is being eaten as in normal 
times and imported condensed milk 
is being used as a result of the cut- 
ting off of supplies from the farm 
lands of Santander. 

There is difficulty in transport- 
ing food from Valencia, Alicante 
and Catalonia. Insurgents control 
the meat, sugar and canned goods

Unprecedented Comment. 

A Bishop’s criticism of the King’s 
private life, including his friendship 
with Mrs. Simpson, aroused un- 
precedented comment in English 
newspapers today. Most of the press 
indorsed the statement of Dr. A. W, 
F. Blunt, Bishop of Bradford, that 
the King needs God’s grace, “We 
hope he is aware of his need,” and 
“some of us wish he gave more posi- 
tive signs of awareness.” 

While nowhere was the name of 
Mrs. Wallis Simpson mentioned by . 
the press, the people of London 
who: are now familiar with the 
King’s romance had no difficulty in 
reading between the lines. 

Many thought that a Bishop’s ref- 
erence to the King’s . spiritual 
need and the resultant echoes in 
the provincial press met with the 
Ministers’ enthusiastic approval, as 
being in line with their campaign 
to make the King share their views 
that the situation is serious.

‘Atlantic Workers Vote Not}

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—Pa- 
cific Coast maritime strike leaders, 
headed by Harry Bridges, called for 
a showdown today by international 
maritime union officers opposing 
sympathetic strikes in Atlantic and 


Gulf ports. 

‘Bridges, Pacific district president 
of the International Longshore- 
men’s Association, accused Joseph 
P. Ryan of New York, national L 
L. A. president, of “strike-breaking.” 
He demanded in an open commu- 
nication that Ryan order Atlantic 
and Gulf longshoremen to refuse to 
handle cargoes of ship owners 
against whom the Pacific district is 
on strike. 

Settlement negotiations, blocked 
repeatedly since the strike started 
Oct. 30, again were at a standstill. 
Assistant Secretary of Labor Ed- 
ward F. McGrady left for Portland, 
Ore., and Seattle, saying he would 
not return until Friday. 

Officials here studied means of 
getting food to Hawaii after the 
Government-chartered steamer Arc- 
tic sailed for Seattle to take aboard 
supplies for Alaska 

Samuel King, delegate to Con- 
gress from Hawaii, told Mayor An- 
gelo J. Rossi that unless the strike 
blockade is ended soon San Fran- 
cisco may lose much of its $71,000, 
000 annual business in the islands. 

Lieutenant-Commander Lucien 
Green, U. 8S. N., on his arrival in 
Los Angeles from Pago Pago, said 
Navy men’s families in Samoa faced 
a dreary Christmas, lacking toys 
and other holiday supplies. 

Before a mass meeting last night 
Bridges announced the longshore- 
men would continue their “ever- 
widening inland march until every 
port is 100 per cent union,” 

In the face of police threats to 
arrest pickets stopping vehicles, the 
Truck Drivers’ Union began an or- 
ganization campaign in the Los An- 
geles harbor area, Special police 
were called to patrol waterfront 
thoroughfares. 

The warehousemen, several hun- 
dred of whom are on strike in the 
San Francisco bay area, are com- 
paratively new allies of the long- 
shoremen, having affiliated with 
that. union. 

The truck drivers have no con- 
nection with the maritime unions 
but come within the category of 
workers considered by waterfront 
union leaders as valuable to a pro- 
jected “solid front” in the non- 
railroad transportation industry. 


Two Hurt, 8 Arrestea in Outbreak 
at New York Pier.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—Seven hun- 
dred striking seamen massed at an 
East River pier-head today follow- 


ing police raids on seamen’s restau- 
rants. Eight men were arrested 
and two injured seriously enough 
to require hospital treatment in dis- 
turbances. 

Fifty policemen, including 20 
mounted men, dispersed the pickets 
as the trans-Atlantic liner Manhat- 
tan was preparing to sail. 

Ten pickets were allowed to re- 
main on each side of the pier en- 
trance, however, and the ship—with 
a short crew, lacking five able- 
bodied seamen and an oiler—sailed 
down the bay with 375 passengers. 

Members of the non-striking In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s Union 
voted not to unload cargo of the 
French liner Champlain when it 
docks. The longshoremen’s action 
was in retaliation for refusal of 
French dockworkers, sympathizing 
with the striking American seamen, 
to unload American-owned boats 
last week, 


1200 STRIKE AT LIBBEY-OWENS 
GLASS PLANT AT OTTAWA, ILL. 


Union Acts to Keep Orders of Pitts- 
burgh Plate Glass From Being 
Transferred. 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 2.—Glenn 
W. McCabe, president of the Fed- 
erated Flat Glass Workers, whose 
strike has kept 6000 Pittsburgh 
plate employes idle for five weeks, 
announced ‘today 1200 workers at 
the Libbey-Owens-Ford Co, Ottawa 
(IL) plant quit work this morning. | 

“They (the manufacturers) are 
trying to shift orders from Pitts- 
burgh plate to Libbey-Owens to 
defeat our strike,” asserted McCabe, 
“We won't let that happen if we 
have to close every plant in which 
we have members.” McCabe re-

Prentiss testified that in March, 
1935, he signed a note for $21,300 at 
a Newark (N. J.) bank, the note 
being indorsed by Milton. This 
bought 500 shares of General Amer- 
ican at $42.60 per share. A year 
later, when General American was 
sold to Southwestern Life interests 
at $60 a share, Prentiss sold 331 
shares, the proceeds of $19,860 going 
to reduce the Newark loan. Pren- 
tiss then borrowed money from a 
Chicago bank to pay off the $1440 
balance due on the Newark note, 
putting up his remaining 169 shares 
as collateral. The stock will be 
sold at $60 a share under the Gen- 
eral American mutualization plan, 
giving Prentiss a profit of $8700. 

Yesterday’s Testimony. 

Yesterday’s testimony took the 
committee over a trail difficult for 
the members to follow. Testimony 
was stopped repeatedly to clear up 
confusing points. 

Though there were frequent con- 
flicts between witnesses and Exam- 
iner Sullivan, and Head was threat- 
ened with a citation for contempt, 
there developed a friendly feeling 
before the session ended, and 
both Head and Supt. O'Malley 
were complimepted by Chairman 
Sabath for their handling of the 
Missouri State Life affairs. Sabath, 
however, wa~ severe in his denunci- 
ation of the Milton, group. 

Sullivan, former St. Louis ingur- 
ance agent, was the author ofa e- 
ries of articles in an insurance 
magazine several months ago, at- 
tacking Supt. O’Malley and the deal 
by which the General American was 
organized to take over Missouri 
State assets. There was bad blood 
and evidence of it uppeared as soon 
as Head took the witness stand and 
found that Sullivan was to be his 
questioner. He parried most of the 
questions and there was constant 
bickering between the witness and 
the examiner, participated in at 
times by Congressman O’Malley of 
Wisconsin, who frequently took is- 
sue with Head, accusing him of dis- 
respect to the committee. It was 
the Wisconsin Congressman who 
threatened the contempt citation. 

When Insurance Superintendent 
O’Malley was called to the stand 
last night, he at first refused to 
testify on the ground Sullivan had 
“viciously slandered” him, that Sul- 
livan was a “malicious liar.” “I 
don’t want to talk to him,” Superin- 
tendent O’Malley said. “I can’t talk 
to him without insulting him.” 
When Chairman Sabath suggest- 
ed that if Sullivan had slandered 
the superintendent, he could take 
court action, O'Malley replied: “If 
he ever comes into Missouri Ill 
have him arrested for criminal 
libel; I'll put him in jail. I heard 
he was there the other day and I 
had all the hotels in Jefferson City 
searched but I couldn’t find him.” 

The chairman announced that the 
committee would protect its ex- 
aminers and Congressman Dirksen 
of Illinois told O’Malley he could 
proceed to testify or take conse- 
quence of ional action, 
meaning a citation for contempt.

Milton, head of the Equity Cor- 
poration in New York, had Head 
looking the matter over for some 
time and as early as June had 
caused to be organized in Carthage, 
Mo., the General American Life, 
with a view to having it take over 
the Missouri State if a deal with 
desirable prospects for profits could 
be arranged. 

A holding company, the General 
American Securities Co., was organ- 
ized to hold the stock of the Gen- 
eral American Life, the holding 
company having a capital of $100,- 
000. An amount of $2,000,000 was 
supplied by the Milton group to pro- 
vide the $500,000 capital and §$1,- 
500,00 surplus of the General Amer- 
ican Life. 

For $100,000 General American 
bought the $150,000,000 of assets of 
the Missouri State, but when. the 
deal was all completed the General 
American claimed its right to repay 
itself this $100,000 from the assets 
of the Missouri State. A close read- 
ing of the purchase agreement ap- 
pears to bear out its contention, al- 
though Superintendent O'Malley is 
making a contest of the matter. If 
the company is upheld, the Mis- 
souri State will have cost it nothing. 

However, Milton and his associ- 
ates had put up the $2,000,000 for 
the capital and surplus of General 
American Life, the stock of which 
was owned by the General Ameri- 
can Securities Co., their company. 
Among the assets of Missouri State 
Life taken over by the General 
American were 105,000 shares of 
Southwestern Life of Dallas, 
amounting to control of that com- 
pany. So through its control of the 
Missouri State assets the General 
Pte ts controlled Southwestern

Early this year the Milton group 
decided it was ready to quit the 
Missouri insurance field, take its 
profit and depart, It engineered a 
deal by which three Dallas lawyers 
organized the Southwestern In- 
vestors Holding Co., borrowing 
$100,000 from a Dallas bank to pro- 
vide its capital stock. This company 
issued bonds to the amount of $2,- 
400,000, all of which it sold to 
Southwestern Life at par and with 
the proceeds of which it purchased 
the stock of General American Life

Adjutant-General Harold W. Brown 
of Missouri died shortly after 8 
a. m. today after a five-day attack 
of pneumonia. He was 55 years 
ld,

A military funeral was arranged 
to be held at the First Presby- 
terian Church here Friday after- 
noon, with burial in the National 
Cemetery. Services at the grave 
will be conducted by the Masonic 
organization. 

Gen. Brown was stricken with 
nephritis during the Governors’ 
conference two weeks ago, while 
attending to detail work for Gov. 
Park. He was taken to St. Mary’s 
Hospital here when lobar pneu- 
monia developed, 

Gen. Brown was born Sept. 2, 
1881, at Sterling, Kan., the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Brown. 
His parents moved to Nevada, Mo., 
when he was 19 years old. He 
was graduated from the Kansas 
City-Western Dental College in 
1903. 

He enlisted as a private in the 
Headquarters Co., Second Missouri 
Infantry, June 26, 1906. On Jan. 
10, 1988 Gov. Guy B. Park ap- 
pointed him Adjutant-General, a 
position carrying with it the rank 
of Brigadier-General. 

He saw service as a captain on 
the Mexican border. 

In the World War he was in 
Federal service from Aug. 5, 1917 
to Oct. 31, 1919. Heé was promoted 
to be Major Oct. 6, 1918. After duty 
with the 110th Tenth Mortar Bat- 
tery at Camp Doniphan, Ok., and 
the aviation section at Camp Waco, 
Tex., he was placed in charge of 
closing Camp Wadsworth, §. C., as 
depot quartermaster. Later he 
served as depot storage officer in 
charge of storage of all supplies 
and warehouse at Newport News 
and Norfolk, Va. As surplus prop- 
erty officer he directed the sale 
of more than $60,000,000 worth of 
surplus property. 

He was honorably discharged 
Oct. 31, 1919, but was retained as a 
civilian in charge of surplus sales 
until Sept. 1 of the following year. 
He retained the rank of major in 
the Guard. 

He resumed his status as Major 
in the National Guard on his re- 
turn to Nevada and was promoted 
to be Major in the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s department April 1, 1928. He 
held this post until his appoint- 
ment as Adjutant-General. 

Gen. Brown on June 9, 1934, mar- 
ried Miss Gladys Schott, Jefferson 
City. A son, Harold W. Jr., was 
born in 1935. 

Additional survivors include his 
father, Charles H. Brown of Nevada, 
a brother, Howard Brown of San 
Antonio, Tex., and a sister, Mrs. 
Lloyd Anchors of Wichita, Kan.

International Life Deal. 

For a brief time the hearing 
harked back to an old St. Louis 
insurance deal, to the International 
Life, which failed in 1928, and was 
reinsured by the Missouri State, 
which later was taken over by Gen- 
eral American. 

International Life had lent ap- 
proximately $1,500,000 to some of 
the officers of Great Southern Life 
of Texas and Great Southern had 
lent to some of the officers of In- 
ternational approximately $1,000,- 
000. When the assets of Interna- 
tional finally reached General 
American via Missouri State there 
was this Great Southern note. The 
General American wiped. out its 
International Life liabilities and 
yreat Southern recefved about $950,- 
000, Shortly after General Ameri- 
can received $250,000 from Great 
Southern debtors under an agree- 
ment to credit $500,000 on the debt. 
Head testified that in view of the 
character of the collateral securing 
the loan the officers of General 
American were glad to get the $250,- 
000. 

Sullivan took up considerable 
time bringing out that when Mis- 
souri State Life was declared in- 
solvent Superintendent O’Malley 
had filed a report showing that 
there was a deficit of $29,000,000,

Editorial in the Times. 

Possible breakup of the British 
realm with the Duke and Duchess 
of York as King and Queen of 
Scotland was hinted today in an 
editorial in the London Times, The 
article did not directly mention the 
Simpson affair. It was timed with 
the visit of the Duke and Duchess 
of York to Edinburgh for the St. 
Andrew’s day Masonic banquet 
and concluded: 

“This visit of the heir presump- 
tive (to the British throne) en- 
courages speculation as to whether 
the time may not some day come 
when historic honors may be used 
again in the crowning of a King of 
Scotland on the Stone of Destiny.” 
(The Stone of Destiny is in the 
seat of the Scottish coronation 
chair). ; 

Geoftrey Dawson, editor of the 
Times, said the editorials in his 
paper were “straightforward and 
contain no veiled references to 
King Edward's private life.” 

Manchester Guardian’s View. 

The Manchester Guardian ad- 
vised the King to “listen to what- 
ever advice his Prime Minister has 
offer in all matters affecting 
the welfare of Great Britain.” 

“One cannot think that our pres- 
ent King, mindful as he is of he 
nationally beloved example set by 
his father, would seek in any way to 
disturb the relations between the 
monarch and his Ministers as they 
existed during 25 years of the last 
reign. 

“There is reason to think the 
hastily-summoned Cabinet meeting 
Friday was concerned with a do- 
mestic problem that involves an im- 
portant constitutional issue since it 
bears on the relation of the King

“Good Reason for Remark.” 

Bishop Blunt “must have had a 
good reason for so pointed a re- 
mark,” observed the Yorkshire 
Post. The Post is published by the 
Yorkshire Conservative Newspaper 
Co. of which Sir W. G. Beckett, 
father-in-law of Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden, is a director. 

Statements appearing in Amer- 
ican newspapers, the Post added, 
are “too plainly founded on fact” 
to be ignored, 

Declaring the nation’s hope that 
»>Edward would follow in the foot- 
steps of his father, “the well beloved 
King George,” the Post expressed 
“deep disappointment if instead of 
this continuity of example there 
should develop dispute between the 
King and his Ministers, such as 
must almost inevitably raise a con- 
stitutional issue of the gravest char- 
acter.” 

The Yorkshire Observer expressed 
confidence the King would not 
do anything which might be con- 
sidered “an affront to the con- 
science of the nation or might un- 
dermine the moral authority which 
the churches collectively repre- 
sent.” 

“The Bishop was right in his as- 
sertion and the issues now raised 
extend far beyond the definition of 
coronation formalities,” the ‘Ob- 
server continued. “They directly 
concern the public and the private 
lives of not only the King but of 
all British subjects, whether or not 
they may be communicants in the 
church.” 

The Northern Echo of Darling- 
ton said: 

“The Bishop of Bradford’s refer- 
ence to the King himself raises 
directly the personal aspects of the 
responsibility of the occupant of 
the throne, to give a lead accord- 
ing to the standards which can 
generally be observed and publicly 
acclaimed.” 

The Nottingham Journal com- 
mented: “Never since the days of 
the unpopularity of the great 
Queen (Victoria) herself has any- 
body. spoken so seriously in public 
to a British sovereign. Its imperial 
aspect is a problem which now out- 
weighs all others.” 

Occasion for Bishop’s Remark. 

Dr. Blunt, attending the Bradford 
Diocesan Conference, made his 
statement yesterday in answer to 
a question from the Bishop of 


Birmingham. The latter had sug- 


gested the coronation ceremony be 
changed to make it independent of 
religious services and that possibly 
Gen. Evangeline Booth of the Sal. 
vation Army would take part. 

The Birmingham Bishop declarea 
King Edward should quietly make 
such personal religious preparation 
as he deemed right. 

“The King is a man like oun 
selves,” Bishop Blunt replied. “Hig 
personal views and opinions are 
his own and he has the right of al) 
of us to be the keeper of his co 
science. But in his public capacit 
at his coronation, he stands for the 
English people’s idea of kingship. 

“His (the King’s) personal views 
and opinion are his own,” the Bish. 
op continued, “and he has the right 
of all of us to be the keeper of his 
private conscience. But in his Pub 
lic capacity at his coronation, he 
stands for the English people’s idea 
of kingship. It has for long cen. 
turies been, and I hope still is, an 
essential part of that idea that the 
King needs the grace of God for hig 
office. 

“Whatever it may mean to the in. 
dividual who is crowned, to the 
people as a whole it means their 
dedication of the English monarchy 
to the care of God.” 

The Bishop made the point tha 
the benefit of the King’s corona. 
tion depends, under God, first “upon 
the faith, prayer and self-dedication 
of the King himself.” 

He added: “It would be improper 
for me to say anything except to 
commend him and to ask you to 
commend him to God’s grace, which 
he will so abundantly need, as we 
all need it (for the King is a man 
like ourselves), if he is to do his 
duty faithfully.” 

Dr. Blunt was the first English 
Bishop to refef to Edward’s privat, 
life, although high church dignita- 
ries have been répresented as op 
posed to the King’s friendship with 
Mrs. Simpson. 


Americanization League Cables 
Protest to Premier Baldwin. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—The Na 
tional Americanization League ca- 
bled the following protest to Prime 


Minister Baldwin of Great Britain 
today: 

“The American public regards 
matrimonial plans of your King as 
wholly personal, but reported inter 
ference by your Cabinet and the 
House of Commons is interpreted 
by many as a reflection on Amer 
ican womanhood, Anglo-Americay 
good will, cemented by the Demo 
cratic personality of Edward VIIT 
when he was the Prince of Wales, 
may be seriously jeopardized by 
such overt action as the threatened 
formation of a.council of state.”

Lacy Begins Cross-Examination for 
Defendant Jones.

FOR $17,850 EXPENDITURE- 
ON COUNTY HOSPITAL 


Architect Employed by County 
Court Recommends Repairs and 
New Equipment. 

Repairs and additional equip- 
ment estimated to cost $17,850 were 
recommended for St. Louis Cotnty. 
Hospital in a report filed in County 
Court today by Marcel Boulicault, 
architect employed by the County 
Court recently to examine buildings 
owned by the county. 

Boulicault, whose report on the 
Courthouse at Clayton, filed several 
weeks ago, declared it was a fire- 
trap and recommended replacing it, 
found the hospital buildings gener- 
ally in good condition, save for 
“some lack of maintenance.” The 
main building, with 175-patient ca- 
pacity, is sufficient for normal op- 
eration but is occasionally over- 
crowded, the report said. A die7- 
nosis and tlinic building would re~ 
lieve any overcrowding, but it is 
not essential, it was stated. 

The report recommended paint- 
ing and repairs to plastering in all 
the buildings, inclosing of porches 
adjoining the nursery, repair of 
leaks in the tunnel between the 
main and service buildings, instal- 
lation of another cooling tower on 
the main building and of an auto- 
matic stoker in the service building. 
Painted surfaces should be _ refin- 
ished at least every two years to 
prevent deterioration, the report 
said. 


MAYOR DICKMANN BACK — 
FROM TRIP TO WASHINGTON 


Hopes Appeals Court Will Pass on 
Riverfront Suit in 
January. 

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann re-

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JUSTICE OF PEACE 


Raymond Batson, Negro, 
Convicted of First Degree 
Murder in Shooting of 
Philip R., Rabenau. 3 


Raymond Batson, Kirkwood: Ne- 
gro, was found guilty of first-de- 
gree murder in:the killing of Jus- 


nau and his punishment was fixed 
at death by a jury in Circuit Judge 
John A. Witthaus’ court at Clay- 
ton today. The jury deliberated 
three hours. 

Rabenau and Dr. William E. 
Poole, Kirkwood dentist, were killed 
by the 31-year-old chauffeur and 
self-styled student of the law, who 
walked into Rabenau’s Kirkwood 
office, Jan. 28, 1934, and opened fire 
with a revolver after charging the 
Justice with forging his name on a 
court bond. 

Batson was sentenced to death in 
July, 1935, for the murder of Dr. 
Poole, but the Supreme Court set 
the conviction aside last August be- 
cause of an error in instructions to 
the jury. 

‘Batson sat calmly, his face ex- 
pressioniess, as the jury returned 
its verdict. He had shown little 
interest in the proceedings of the 
last three days. His attorney, Free- 
man L. Martin, who pleaded insan- 
ity as a defense, said he would file 
a motion for a new trial. 

The State's evidence was brief, 
following generally the lines of tes- 
timony at the first trial. The prin- 
cipal State witness, Deputy Con- 
stable Jack Nece, repeated the ver- 
sion of the shooting he gave be- 
fore—how Batson burst into the 
doorway of Rabenau’s office, shout- 
ing, “You forged my name at Clay- 
ton,” then began 8shooting after 
Rabenau, seated at his desk, turned 
his head and replied, “You're crazy, 
get out of here.” 

Deputy Constable Wounded. 

Nece rushed toward the man and 
received a grazing bullet wound in 
the side. “Batson had a funny look, 
like a man who had made up his 
mind to do something,” Nece said. 
The bullet which grazed Nece fa- 
tally wounded Dr. Poole. Rabenau 
was shot four times in the back. 

Corréborating testimony was 
given by Miss Irene Schmidt, Ra- 
benau’s stenographer, who was tak- 
ing dictation on a letter for Dr. 
Poole when Batson entered, and 
Justice of the Peace George W. 
Booth of Kirkwood and Chief of 
Police Richard James of Valley 
Park, who were in the office. The 
latter told of the subsequent chase 
and wounding of Batson, and: his 
capture in a relief office two blocks 
away. 

Testimony not before heard was 
given by Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney John L, McNatt, who said 
that on the morning of the shooting 
Batson appeared at a Juvenile 
Court hearing at Clayton, in which 
his niece was being tried for de- 
linquency. Batson looked over Mc- 
Natt’s shoulder, saw his name on 
an appearance bond furnished for 
Mrs. Batson in Rabenau’s court on 
a peace disturbance charge, and 
remarked, “That’s not my signa- 
ture, that’s a forgery,” McNatt tes- 


tified. 
Defense Witnesses. 

Departing from his tactics at the 
first trial, when no defense was 
offered except a plea of insanity, 
Freeman L. Martin, Negro lawyer 
for Batson, placed several witnesses 
on the stand, including himself and 
Batson. Testimony of the latter, 
rambling and disconnected, in- 
cluded on account of events lead- 
ing up to the shooting, which, he 
said, “ended unfortunately, I sup- 
pose.” He insisted the signature 
on the bond mentioned in State’s 
evidence was not his. Attorney 
Martin, in his opening statement, 
had said the defense would show 
the signature actually was Batson’s 
but that the latter, in his confused 
mental state, forgot he had signed 
the paper. 

The defendant’s wife, Mrs. Luella 
Batson, and her aunt, Mrs, Mary 
Cheatham, who lived with the Bat- 
sons, testified he had acted pecu- 
liarly for several months prior to 
the shooting, but admitted on cross- 
examination the peculiarities were 
not sufficient to cause them worry. 
They also identified the signature 
on the bond at Batson’s. 
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days later in Calvary Cemetery. 
The Sixth Ward Democratic organ- 
ization headquarters, maintained by 
Committeeman Moroney, is at 1126 
Pine street.

It was Maginness’ plan to open 
an establishment in St. Charles, in 
association with Tony Foley and 
Sylvester (Babe) Baldwin, to oper- 
ate after the bonus payoff of World 
War veterans, June 15. Their place 
was to be “The 400 Bar.” 

Returning on the night of May 28 
from St. Charles to his home, 3917 
North Euclid avenue, he was way- 
laid in the alley behind the house, 
and was shot seven times. He lived 
for a short time, and was conscious, 
but after the manner of gang feud 
victims, refused to tell the police 
anything that might aid them to 
find his assailants. A sum of money 
which he carried had not been tak- 
en, indicating that robbery was not 
the motive of the crime. 

Gang murders, once of frequent 
occurrence in and near St. Louis, 
have been rare in recent years, since 
the breaking up of local gangs by 
the police and Federal officers.

Deputy .Glover Says W. E. 
Smith Grappled With Him 
After Being Arrested. 


William E. Smith, former St. 
Louis policeman under parole from 
a two-year prison sentence for 


burglary, who was shot in the right 
eye and right arm early Sunday 
when he grappled with-a deputy 
constable who had _ arrested” him 
for driving while drunk, died in St. 
Louis County Hospital at 6:30 a. m. 
today without having regained con- 
sciousness. 

An inquest will be held by Cor- 
oner John A. O’Connell of St. Louis 
County at 10:30 a. m. tomorrow at 
10300 Lackland road. The deputy, 
Walter Glover of Normandy Town- 
ship, told county authorities he shot 
Smith after the former policeman 
threatened to shoot him, then: 
knocked him down and kicked him. 

The shooting occurred in front 
of a garage at 7198 Page boulevard, 
where Glover and Deputy Constable 
Haines Schulte of Normandy Town- 
ship had stopped with Smith on 
their way to the Sheriff's office to 
ask the proprietor to tow Smith's 
automobile, which had run out of 
gasoline, 

Smith started toward a washroom 
with Glover’s permission, the dep- 
uty related, then ducked behind a 
tree, put his right hand to his hip 
and said, “Stand back or I'll. pull 
the trigger.” Glover drew his re- 
volver and walked up to Smith, 
who knocked him down and 
stamped on him, the deputy said. 
Then Glover fired four shots at his 
assailant. No weapon was found 
on Smith, 

In police uniform, Smith was ar- 
rested at night in 1934 in the office 
of an oil company at 8500 Clayton 
road, With him was Ray Kaercher, 
son of a St. Louis policeman. They 
pleaded guilty of burglary, received 
two-year penitentiary sentences 
from Circuit Judge John A. Witt- 
haus of Clayton and were paroled 
without serving time by the St. 
Louis County Parole Board, Kaer- 
cher last March and Smith last

LADUE ALDERMEN 
HOLD FIRST MEETING 


Election Held in Reoently 
Formed Fourth Class City in 
St. Louis County. / 


‘The Board of Aldermen elected 
yesterday for the new fourth-class 
| city of Ladue, St. Louis County, 
held a brief session last night at 
the City Hall on Clayton road, west 
of Price road, then adjourned to 
Dec. 17 to consider a number of im- 
portant measures. 

There was no opposition to the 
slate of officials proposed by the 
trustees of the former villages of 
Ladue, Deer Creek and McKnight, 
which merged recently to form the 
new suburban residential. city. 

At last night’s aldermanic meet- 
ing Fred M. Switzer Jr. and John 
L. Gilmore, both lawyers, were ap- 
pointed, respectively, acting City 
Attorney and acting City Clerk. 
Action on other matters was de- 
ferred because of the absence of 
two Aldermen. At ‘the next meet- 
ing the board will appoint a Chief 
of Police, consider the question of 
a new local vote on retail sale of 
liquor and the re-enactment of zon- 
ing and various other ordinances, 
and take up the tax rate question. 

Officials Elected. 

Officials elected and their votes 
were: 

Mayor, Boyle O. Rodes, partner 
in W. H. Markham & Co. insur- 
ance agency, 141. 

Collector, H. E. Billman, presi- 
dent of Rock Hill Quarries Co., 141. 

Marshall, Edward 5. Funsten, 
vice-president of R. E. Funstein Co., 
141, 
Aldermen, First Ward (old Mc- 
Knight), Hugh McKittrick Jones, 
cotton goods dealer, 58, and Alvan 
J. Goodbar, lawyer, 57. 

Aldermen Second Ward (old La- 
due), Walter R. Mayne, lawyer, 46, 
and A. Wessel Shapleigh, vice-presi- 
dent-treasurer of Shapleigh MHard- 
ware Co., 40. 

Aldermen, Third Ward (old Deer 
Creek), Henry McRee, real estate 
dealer, 38, and William O. Reeder, 
lawyer 37. 

No Pay for Officials. 

Aggregate vote of the leading 
candidates for Aldermen was 142, 
or 1 more than that cast for the 
officials chosen by city-wide vote.

After the ballots were counted at 
the polling places“they were re- 
counted at the County Clerk’s of- 
fice at Clayton Courthouse by Clerk 
Walter £. Miller and County Judge 
Eugene Tighe, as required by law 
for a new city. Then Miller admin- 
istered the oath of office to all 
those elected, except Reeder, who 
was in the East, and Jones, who 
could not attend. 

Mayne, Reeder and Jones weré 
former chairmen of the trustees or 
“Mayors,” respectively, of Ladue, 
Deer Creek and McKnight. 

It was understood that the new 
board would retain Ralph Strain as 
appointive Chief of Police, a posi- 
tion he has held in the village of 
Ladue.

Break Down Door, Invade

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—Two hun- 
dred and nineteen persons were ar- 
rested on disorderly conduct 
charges last night after a disturb- 
ance at WPA art headquarters 
when a crowd estimated by police 
at 700 protested against employ- 


ment quota reductions. Thirteen. 


persons were injured. 

Locked out of the building after 
closing. time, the crowd, members of 
which said they belonged to the 
Artists, Models and Photographers’ 
Union, broke down the door, 
swarmed over fire escapes, and 
about 250 took possession of five 
floors of the building. 

Told by an assistant that Admin- 
istrator Audrey McMahon, with 
whom they sought an audience, was 
not there, they refused to leave, and 
an emergency squad of 40 police- 
men was called. 

Locking arms, kicking, scratch- 
ing, biting and screaming, “We pro- 
test massidismissals,” and “Stop po- 
lice brutality,” members of the 
crowd resisted attempts of officers 
to herd them into elevators, 

Women fainted, desks were over- 
turned and a section of railing sev- 
eral feet high and about 100 feet 
long was torn down. 

After 16 patrol wagon loads of 
demonstrators had been hauled 
from the building by force, the 
other 30 persons submitted peace- 
fully to arrest.

ge statements accusing others. 
e is the fourth person under 
charges in connection with testi- 
mony given or expected to have 
been given before the grand jury. 
At Liberty Under Bond. 
Mrs. Lee, who is 30 years old, 
was taken in custody after she had 
been a witness before the grand 
jury last Nov. 11, on complaint of 
Samuel E. Whitaker, one of four 
special assistants to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Homer S. Cummings, who are 
in charge of the inquiry. She has 
been at liberty under $5000 bond, 
and is considered an important wit- 
ness by Bureau of Investigation 


agents.

The objection of the defense that 
testimony about the third baby plan 
was inadmissible, since Dr. Pitzman 
had testified he no longer believed 
he was the father of the child in 
the Muench home, had been over- 
ruled by the Court several times, 
before the Government specifically 
met it yesterday afternoon by tes- 
timony from Mrs. Thomasson. 

On this phase of the case she tes- 
tified. that during November, 1935, 
she sat in on conferences in the 
Muench home at which Mrs. Ber- 
royer, the Muenches, and Mrs. Ber- 
royer’s mother, Mrs. Mayme Hawk- 
er Meyers, were present. At one of 
these she quoted Mrs. Muench as 
saying she wanted Mrs. Thomasson 
to testify before the grand jury, 
then investigating a charge of per- 
jury against Jones as a result of his 
testimony in the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals. 

Might Get Dr. Pitzman Back. 

“She told me if I would testify 
she might get Marsh Pitzman 
back,” the witness declared.

“He told me.” the witness con- 
tinued, “that I should get a dark 
baby, weighing between 12 and 16 
pounds. He said he had conferred 
about it with Jones and Shad Ben- 
nett, the lawyer. He said Bennett 
wanted to take the baby to Penn- 
sylvania when I got it and have it 
produced there. (Anna Ware was 
from Pennsylvania.)

A change 
in the form of government may af- 
fect the interests of some officials, 
but that will be only temporary. 
The officials will receive the undy- 
ing thanks of the citizens for co-

000 budget. He cautioned against 
increases in taxes, saying high 
taxes in the city had been a major 
cause of removals to the suburbs. 
He cited average taxes of $1100 a 
year on Portland place homes in 
the city, 

In its two years’ existence the 
Cost of Government Committee has 
become a “civic ingtitution,” the 
chairman, Mansfield C. Bay, said. 
The committee held 91 meetings in 
one year. County 2Judge Eugene 
Tighe praised the usefulness of the 
committee and gaid it had not re- 
quested political favors of him. 
Most of the county officials, includ- 


ing those newly elected, were pres- 
ent.

The Cardinals gave the 
Phils Catcher Jimmy Wilson, now 
manager of that team, and infield- 
er Eddie Delker. The latter is now 
in the minors. 

Davis has been a strong hitter 
for the Cardinals and his life-time 
major league batting average is well 
over the .300 mark. Davis, now 32 
years old, started with Gulfport, 
Miss., in 1926 and has been in the 
majors for the last 10 years. 

Came to Birds in 1928. 

Gelbert is nearly 31 years old. 
He started to play baseball with 
the Syracuse club, then a Cardinal 
“agreement” club in 1926. He isa 
graduate of Lebanon Valley College 
and was a baseball and football star 
there. 

With Rochester in 1928, Gelbert 
came to the Cardinals the following 
season. He was the regular short- 
stop of the club through 1932. In 
the fall of that year, Gelbert was 
badly injured while hunting, part 
of one leg being torn away. It was 
predicted he never would be able to 
play major league baseball again 
but, after two years out, he re- 
turned to the Cardinals and took 
part in 62 games in 1935. 

During the 1936 season, Gelbert 
played third base at times and also 
filled in with brief assignments at 
shortstop and second base. 

Both Davis and Gelbert were very 
popular in St. Louis and both will 

be missed. They are of the highest 
type of athlete in every way and 
are sure to give the same brand of 
fine service to the Reds they gave 
to the Cardinals.

The Fun Will Start.

Herman Taylor, Philadelphia 
promoter, is expected to pop out of 
a convenient doorway and without 
further ado sign Braddock to fight 
Joe Louis in a no-decision bout in 
Atlantic City in February. 

Taylor and bis $100,000 guarantee 
have been in a partial eclipse for a 
week, but he can be counted on to 


logical moment. 

Braddock is: entirely willing to 
butter his bread on one side by 
signing to fight Schmeling in. June 
for 42% per cent of the gate, but he 
is not averse to buttering it on the 
other side by first fighting Louis, 
for which he will be guaranteed 
$300,000. 

Of course, Schmeling will insist 
that the contract for the June fight 
stipulate that Braddock not risk in- 
jury by fighting prior to his title 
defense. 

In that event, Braddock might re- 
fuse to sign, join forces with Tay- 
lor and go against Louis at Atlan- 
tic City in what virtually would be 
a world title fight.

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 2.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sailed on the cruiser 
Indianapolis at 3:30 this afternoon 
on his return trip to the United 
States, after formally opening the 
Inter-American Peace Conference 


last night. 

He was cheered by thousands 
along the route over which he mo- 
tored from the United States Em- 
bassy to the cruiser. 

His first stop on the way home 
was to be at Montevideo, Uruguay, 


where he was scheduled to spend 
a few hours tomorrow. Then he 
was to halt again at Port-of-Spain, 
Trinidad, en route to the United 
States. 

Rain fell as he left the United 
States Embassy, for the quay, but 
crowds lined the 50-block route, 
despite the downpour. 

Riding with him in a closed auto- 
mobile was President Justo. Ten 
other cars containing members of 
the Argentine Cabinet and the re- 
ception committee escorted them to 
the pier. 

The automobile procession moved 
slowly over the slippery pavement. 
Secret service men riding on the 
running board of Roosevelt's car 
were drenched, as were the mem- 
bers of the Indianapolis’ crew who 
jined up on the dock in their white 
uniforms. 

Forty Argentine army and Navy 
planes flew overhead. 

At the pier, as on the day of his 
arrival, a red carpet an eighth of 
a mile long had been stretched. 
Garlands of red roses festooned the 
landing stage. 

Twelve thousand troops, wearing 
overcoats for protection from the 
ain, lined the route followed by the 
President’s car. 

Women carrying umbrellas 
formed the majority of the crowd. 
A great roar went up as the presi- 
dential automobile passed onto the 
quay directly at the foot of the 
gangplank. As the Argentine ex- 
ecutive bade farewell, President 
Roosevelt leaned over and embraced 
him. This brought a roar of re- 
sponse from the crowd. Mr. Roose- 
velt stood on the upper deck wav- 
ing a small Argentine flag as the 
cruiser edged into the basin.

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All-Soviet Congress Approves 
New Constitution in Principle 


Formal Adoption Set for Saturday Following 
Final Revision by Committee 


Headed by Stalin.

MOSCOW, Dec, 2.—Delegates to 
the All-Union Congress of Soviets 
gave approval in principle last 
night to the new Soviet Constitu- 
tion. 


The 2016 delegates are sched- 
uled to adopt the Constitution for- 


mally Saturday after a committee 
of 220, headed by Joseph Stalin, 
makes final revisions. Promulga- 
tion of the Constitution is expected 
in January or February. 

The chairman of the Credentials 
Committee, M. Yakovlev, 
nounced that 419 of the delegates 
were women.

EUROPEAN COMMENT 
ON ROOSEVELT SPEECH 


Peace Appeal Welcomed En- 
thusiastically but Var- 
iously Interpreted. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 2.—President 
Roosevelt’s address in Buenos Aires 
was enthusiastically welcomed to- 
day in France and Great Britain, 
although it was variously interpret- 
ed. The German press stressed the 
President’s “peace appeal to the 
world.” 

The French press said the speech 
marked a new date in international 
relations, and London’s Daily Mir- 
ror said it indicated the United 
States may join the League of Na- 


tions even -hough.'t was “with some 
vagueness that President Roosevelt 
hints at American participation in 
the fight for peace.” 

L’Ere Nouvelle in Paris, organ of 
the Radical Socialist party, declared 
the address placed the United States 
squarely on the side of France and 
Great Britain in championing the 
law of right against Germany and 
Italy, representing the law on force. 

“The address marks a date in the 
history’ of international relations,” 
the paper said. “We have the im- 
pression of a return to the time 
when America arose in arms against 
those who violated the most sacred 
rights of the people. 

“A Will for Co-operation.” 

“Don’t we find ourselves in the 
presence of a will for co-operation 
of the United States with the demo- 
cratic and resolutely pacifist na- 
tions? 

“Don’t the declarations of the 
chief of the American states, in a 
time when the Berlin-Rome axis is 
constituted, take for us a profound 
significance?” 

The conservative newspaper Le 
Figaro pictured the psychological 
effect of the President’s speech as 
of utmost importance. Since the 
“moral bloc”—Great Britain, France 
and the United States—held the key 
to world. peace “more than ever,” 
the paper declared, debt settlement 
was desirable. 

Socialist Premier Leon Blum’s 
newspaper, Le Populaire, said that 
President Roosevelt’s words should 
not be interpreted to mean Amer- 
ica would fight for France. 

Paris Papers Disagree. 

“Tf we betrayed the people’s will 
for peace we no longer would have 
America with us,” the newspaper 
declared, interpreting - the Presi- 
dent’s message as an enjoinder for 
France to preserve its neutrality in 
the Spanish civil war. 

The Communist ’Humanite took 
an opposite side, viewing Roose- 
velt’s “severe warning to the pow- 
ers of prey” as an indication France 
should cease “depriving Spain of 
the means of muzzling the agents 
of a Hitlerite crusade.” 

The London Daily Mirror mini- 
mized the chances of America ever 
intervening to save European 


peace, 

It said the American psychology 
in the matter of Europe's quarrels 
“has always been puzzling.” 

The Laborite Daily Herald paid 
tribute to President Roosevelt for 
his “timely warning” to countries 
giving “not only false but totally 
unproductive | employment in arms 
manufacture.” 

The Daily Telegraph also praised 
the President but concluded in its

his reference to “others who, driven 
by war madness or land hunger, 
might seek to commit acts of ag- 
gression against us.” 

With the exception of the Voel- 
kischer Beobachter, the German 
press printed only a brief, semi-of- 
ficial account of the Buenos Aires 
conference opening which omitted 
the President’s reference to those 
who “might seek to commit acts of 
aggression against us.” 

The  Voelkischer Beobachter, 
which is known as the mouthpiece 
of Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler, em- 
phasized that “the American Pres- 
ident, turning against dictatorships, 
points out a peace mission for de- 
mocracies.” 


“Most Favorable Moment.” 

It said that “Washington chose 
the most favorable moment for the 
discussion of Pan-American peace 
and security.” 

The paper gave as its opinion 

that the South American nations, 
being “Geneva-tired” and shocked 
by the Spanish civil war, are more 
willing than ever to be isolated 
from Europe and to form a “Pan- 
American anti-war front.” 
The Diplomatische Korrespon- 
the Berlin Foreign Office 
mouthpiece, said: “If President 
Roosevelt declares the purpose of 
increasing armaments is to remove 
injustice by the sword, this is an 
incorrect assertion, at least if thus 
generally expreSsed.

FRANCE WON'T BUY BANANAS 
FROM REBEL PARTS OF SPAIN 


To Let Them in Only With Per- 
mission of Madrid Gov- 
ernment.

amounting to a bar on importation

Der Fuehrer’s newspaper, Voel- 
kischer Beobachter, said the action 
was taken behind locked doors aft- 
er Hitler had been given a “com- 
prehensive review of the foreign 
political situation.” 

The “economic sabotage” law, de- 
creeing death for Germans who “un- 
scrupulously” keep wealth abroad 
and “damage the German economy,” 
strengthenéd recent edicts demand- 
ing deposit of German-held foreign 
securities. 

Fills Gap in Old Decree. 

It also filled a gap in a decree 
making it compulsory to register 
all property owned abroad by Ger- 
mans, which only announced a 
“heavy punishment” for violation. 
It put within reach of the Govern- 
ment between -1,500,000,000 and two 
billion marks ($600,000,000 to $800,- 
000,000) which could be converted 
into foreign currencies should the 
necessity arise. 

The other laws decreed were: 

Incorporation of every German 
boy and girl, without exception, in 
the Hitler youth movement to be 
trained physically, spiritually and 
morally. 

Accelerated exploitation of min- 
eral resources “even when Owners 
are unwilling or not in a position” 
to undertake such exploitation. 

Standardization of real property | ° 
taxes throughout the Reich. 

Future administration of Berlin by 
a state official. 

Conversion of the winter relief 
organization (welfare) into a state 
foundation headed by Propaganda 
Minister Paul] Joseph Goebbels, 

Catholic Circles Alarmed. 

Catholic circles were alarmed 
over the youth control law, designed 
to perpetuate Naziism in future 
generations. Literally interpreted, 
it gave the youth organization a 
monopoly on all training outside 
the home and school and left in 
doubt the future of religious educa- 
tion. 

The youth “leader of the German 
Reich, Baldur von Shirach, was 
made responsible directly to Hitler 
and given the rank of a supreme 
Nazi authority. 

The decrees were issued at the 
opening of the hundred days cam- 
paign ordered by the Government 
for the most economic handling of 
raw materials in the Reich’s chem- 
ical industries. 

The economic sabotage decree was 
framed by Goering. Offenders will 
be punishable even if their offense 
were committed abroad or if they 


were, like the Jews, not fully fran-' 


chised Germans. 

The property of an offender con- 
victed of “knowingly and unscrupu- 
lously, out of sheer selfishness; or 
for other base motives” sending or 
leaving his money abroad, would be 
confiscated.

PEACE AND DEMOCRACY. 
Probably no more momentots conference has been 
held in the history of the 21 American republics than 
the one that opened yesterday at Buenos Aires. It is 
devoted primarily to the serious purpose and high 
motive, as expressed by President Roosevelt last Jan- 
uary in his call for the meeting, of forwarding “the 
cause of permanent peace on this Western conti- 
nent.” 

It was to demonstrate this country’s concern in the 
success of that conference that Mr. Roosevelt under- 
took his long sea journey to be present at its opening 
session. The trip has focused world attention on the 
meeting. The President has been welcomed with 
enthusiastic receptions that have been a notable 
personal tribute and, more important, an impressive 
demonstration that the former fear and hatred of 
“Yankee imperialism” have disappeared under the 
beneficent influence of the good-neighbor policy. 
Mr. Roosevelt's address yesterday was more than 
the formal words with which international gatherings 
rare customarily opened. True, it dutlined the objec- 
tives and sounded the keynote for the deliberations in 
unmistakable terms that compel the fullest support of 
all Americans, whether of Latin or Anglo-Saxon or 
other ancestry. It summoned the Western nations to 
stand united against war, to modify the trade bar- 
riers that lead to strife. : 

But the President went beyond the agenda of the 
conference in the sections of his address that will be 
longest remembered. There is nothing on that agenda 
about forms of government. In a conference of sov- 
ereign nations, such a subject would have no proper 
place. Scheduled for discussion are peace, neutrality, 
armaments, economic agreements. important issues, 
all of these, but underlying them and implicit in the 
solution of their problems is a common design— 
“freedom and security of the individual,” which, in 
the President’s words, “has become the foundation 
of our peace.” 

Tyrannical forms, most conspicuous in the Eu- 
ropean examples, have won converts among the Latin 
nations as well in the harsh years of economic de- 
pression. Many of the delegates among whom Mr. 
Roosevelt stood represent military dictatorships, to- 
talitarian states, near-Fascist regimes. Yet he chose 
to be frank, to remind these envoys, and through the 
radio all the peoples of the hemisphere, that “democ- 
racy is stil\the hope of the world.” Foremost in his 
peroration’s affirmation of the faith of the Western 
world he placed this resolfe: 


That we maintain and defend the democratic 
form of constitutional representative government. 


Peace and prosperous commerce and amicable re- 
lations in a]l fields are the purposes of the confer- 
ence. These, said Mr. Roosevelt, can best be main-; 
tained through freedom of expression, through se- 
curity of the individual citizen. “Through it (democ- 
racy) we can avoid the rivalry of armaments, avert 
hatred and encourage good will and true justice... 
offer hope for peace and a more abundant life to the 
peoples of the whole world.” 

Such was the dream of Simon Bolivar, the great 
emancipator of Latin America, who set a precedent 
with the first Pan-American conference, that at Pana- 
ma in 1826, which Mr. Roosevelt followed in his own, 
summons. Not only to the 250,000,000 citizens of the 
three Americas whose representatives sit at Buenos 
Aires, but to all the peoples of the world, it is a shin- 
ing goal that the President holds forth—peace and 
democracy; peace founded on democracy, and democ- 
racy thriving in peace. ee Se 

The Rooseveltian eloquence was at its best in the 
address. The President’s sincere devotion to the 
cause of peace and the preservation of democracy 
was never more clearly shown. The needs of a tense 
and war-threatened world are the great stimulus of 
the conference. Mr. Roosevelt’s words should be the 
inspiration, not- only of the conference, but of all 
the liberty-loving American peoples.

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A COUNTY COURTHOUSE VOTE. 

The St. Louis County Court, realizing the impossi- 
bility of remodeling the antiquated courthouse, has 
voted unanimously to call a special election on a 
bond issue proposal for a new structure. The cost of 
a suitable building and equipment is estimated at 
$1,000,000, toward which a PWA grant of $400,000 
may be obtained. , : 

Citizens of the county voted down proposals for a 
new courthouse in 1925, 1927 and 1934. There is good 
reason for believing that a favorable vote will result - 
this time. For one thing, the likelihood of a large 
PWA grant is a solid inducement. For another, the 
decrepit and dangerous condition of the present struc- 
ture is more evident than'ever before. The recent re- 
port by Marcel Boulicault, an architect, disclosed that 
the building has serious fire and structural hazards, 
is greatly overcrowded and beyond repair. 

The only solution is a new courthouse. The County 
Court faces reality when it decides to call a bond 
election. County voters will be wise to adopt the 
same point of view and make possible a courthouse 
fitted to the needs of their progressive community.

HELP A PUBLIC HEALTH WORK. 

A postal clerk in Denmark in 1903 conceived the 
idea of raising funds for & sanatorium for tubercular 
children through the sale of special stamps. Jacob 
Riis, distinguished Danish-American, saw one and in 
the Outlook for July, 1907, he suggested a similar 
stamp for use during the next Christmas season in 
this country. The idea was taken up by Emily P. 
Bissell of the Delaware Red Cross in behalf of an 
open-air camp for tubercular persons. Her almost 
single-handed campaign brought $3000. With the pos- 
sibilities of the small penny stamp thus indicated, a 
nation-wide organization, the National Tuberculosis 
Association, was formed to conduct the sales and to 
supervise the use of the funds raised. 

That, in brief, is the story of the origin of the 
Christmas seal. A few figures will give some idea of 
the progress of the fight against tuberculosis—a,fight 
in which the seal has played its part. In 1907, tubercu- 
losis killed 179 persons in every 100,000. Today the 
death rate from this disease has been reduced to 54 
per 100,000. Once the disease which caused more deaths 
than any other, tuberculosis now ranks seventh. 
In St. Louis, however, it is still the major cause of 
death between the ages of 15 and-30. This city, with 
its smoke and soot-laden air in the winter, presents 
what the Tuberculosis and Health Society of St.

It would 
perpetuate the distracting influence of the younger 
children at recess time. It would compel the pupils, 
in their search for light and air and a place to play 
their games, to go across Cardinal avenue to the pub- 
lic playground, where they would be removed from 
the jurisdiction of the school authorities. | 
On the playground is now being built a Community 
Center, which persons of all ages would be privileged 
to frequent. The mingling in this restricted space 
of adults and-children of all ages would, as the 
Post-Dispatch pointed out in its original editorial on 
this subject, set up an insuperable problem of morals 
and discipline. 

The protestants against this arrangement ask the 
Board of Education to build the new school at some 
other point.

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CAMPAIGN FUND SUGGESTIONS. 

A. S. Burleson, Postmaster-General in President 
Wilson’s Cabinet, offers some ideas for limiting cam- 
paign contributions. His first, to forbid individual 
gifts of more than $25,000 in a single campaign, might 
have saved some money this year to various du 
Ponts and other willing givers. His second, to re- 
strict each party to a-total expenditure of $1,000,000, 
would have considerably dampened the festivities of 
the recent election, in which the two major parties 
together spent an amount estimated at nearly 
$20,000,000. 

There are two sides to the matter of ironclad re- 
striction on party expenditures. If the major parties’ 
limits were equal, then the Ins would have a consid- 
erable advantage over the Outs. An administration 
in power is always more successful than its oppo- 
nents in getting free publicity. Mr. Burleson’s plan 
might appeal to the Democrats just now, but they 
would not view it favorably if they were on the out- 
side looking in. 

For that matter, mere preponderance of dollars 
is no guaranty of election victory. There should be 
limits and restrictions, of course, but the best pre- 
ventive of abuses is vigilance and full publicity on 
how the campaign money is used. 
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A MARK TWAIN FOOTNOTE. 

Somewhere back in Roman days, there was a 
Flavius Clemens who was noted, so Suetonius wrote, 
for his lack of energy. “That must be where our 
line started,” scribbled Mark Twain in the margin. 
The observation had no chance to escape the search- 
ing gaze of that most diligent of Latinists, the late 
Stuart Sherman, who tells us that Mark Twain read 
Suetonius to the end of his days. 

Whether Mark’s association with the contemporary 
of Tactitus was in the original or by way of transla- 
tion is not reported; probably the latter. With formal 
education the American humorist had scant contact. 
The fact may have its consolation for those who, 
through mistaken choice or want of opportunity, have 
missed the early drudgery of the classics and the in- 
escapable rewards. Better to gallop down the Appian 
Way on a “pony” than not to ride the thoroughfare 
at all. 

As for Suetonius, the account between him and 
Mark Twain may, we think, be considered balanced. 
Whatever part the “Walter Winchell of Hadrian's 
court” may have had in the education of Mark Twain 
is compensated in the bracketing of their two names. 
Literary permanence is the portion of both. In every 
generation there will be the studiously curious to 
savor the gossip of “The Lives of the 12 Caesars,” and 
Mark Twain will have his disciples as long as the 
Mississippi flows to the sea. ‘.

propaganda go about saying that 
the choice is Fascism or Com- 
munism, end that we must all de- 
cide whether we shall be cooked in 
the frying pan or in the fire.. That 
is what the propagandists would 
like us to believe. 

But the real issue in the world 
today is not between Fascism and 
Communism. It is between the con- 
st::utional states and the despot- 
isms. In this struggle, the pre- 
ponderance of numbers/ of wealth 
and of power is with the constitu- 
tional states. 

Their problem today is to make 
this preponderance effective. They 
have everything they need to make 
themselves secure against aggres- 
sion from without an@ against in- 
surrection from within. They have 
everything except morale. 

There is a defeatist spirit in the 
constitutional states left over frorn 
the collapse of the peace settle- 
ment, the post-war reconstruction, 
the great depression and the spec- 
tacular rise of the dictatorships. 
When, for example, there were 25,- 
000,000 men unemployed in the capi- 
talist world, the Russian propa- 
ganda for a planned economy made 
irresistible headway- When Britain 
neglected her armaments, and got 
down to a point where her fleet in 
the Mediterranean did not have 
sufficient ammunition, the author- 
ity of the free nations of Europe 
was gravely impaired. 

It was in such circumstances 
that the idea took hold that con- 
stitutional government was deca- 
dent, and that the world. would be 
organized either from Moscow or 
from Berlin. And as long as this 
defeatist spirit prevails, the temp- 
tation will be strong to gamble 
with the peace of the world.

We are coming to the end of that 
mood of impotence and despair. 
The depression in the capitalist 
world has been conquered, and 
there is available. again to the free 
peoples of North and South Amer- 
ica, of Western and Northern Eu- 
rope, a standard of life incompara- 
bly higher and more agreeable than 
that which any one of the _ col- 
lectivist autocracies can provide, 

Today it is not we who go hum- 
bly to Russia to learn how to or- 
ganize a state; it is Russia who 
comes to us, asking us to believe 
that she is about to recognize some 
faint imitation of the constitutional 
system which we enjoy. Three 
years ago, it was the fashion to 
ask how much we should imitate 
the Russian system; today it is 
Stalin attempting to convince us 
that he has begun to establish the

er. 

Yesterday we were hearing about 
the wonderful fact that Moscow 
had a subway, and that Mussolini 
had trains that ran on time. Today 
any visitor to New York City alone 
can see bridges, tunnels, roads, 
parks which for boldness of con- 
ception and magnificence in their 
execution make any public works 
that can be seen in any of the 
dictatorships look insignificant. 

Throughout the regions of free- 
dom there is a recovery, not only 
of work and enterprise and inven- 
tion, but of power and of national 
authority, and of the determination 
to stand up resolutely for a civilized 
way of life. 

It is in this spirit that peace will 
be preserved and in no other, by 
such a demonstration as we are now 
seeing in South America of the soli- 
darity of this hemisphere for peace 
and against aggression, by such 
speeches as Capt. Eden’s to the Bel- 
gians reaffirming the will of Bri- 
tain to defend her ancient interests, 
by M. Blum’s reminder that France 
is strong, and by the fact that back 
of these demonstrations and speech- 
es are nations growing stronger 
every day.

If there is to be a battle of propa- 
ganda, the free nations also have 
something to talk about. Above all, 
they have their example, which is 
a very powerful one. For today they 
alone can offer mankind the spec- 
tacle of a rising standard of life 
for the masses of men. They alone 
live in an economic system which 
can be opened to all the nations” 
whenever they choose to enter it 
and enjoy its opportunities. They 
alone have a way of life in which 
the solution of the social problem 
is possible. 

Once they can convince the others 
that they will see to it that there 
is no profit and no glory in aggres- 
sion, they can offer the peoples 
greater opportunities of peaceable 
expansion than any Government 
can ever hope to conquer for them 
by force of arms.

PHYSICIAN THINKS SANITATION 
WILL ERADICATE LEPROSY 


Children, Who Are Infected, Are 
Chief Carriers of Disease, 
He Asserts. 
By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—The end 
of leprosy, with a good chance that 
it may be gone from the whole 
world before a cure can be discov- 
ered, was forecast last night by Dr. 
Ernest Muir of London, at a din- 


ner in his honor. He is secretary 
of the Internationa! Leprosy Asso- 
ciation. 

Sanitation and proper diet have 
80 far reduced leprosy in areas 
where it was once a source, Dr. 
Muir said, that it is probable the 
disease will disappear. 

“In leprosy,” he said, “children 
are especially susceptible. The in- 
fant infected with leprosy general- 
ly shows no signs until years later, 
when it appears in virulent form; 
and it is these child infectees who 
are chiefly responsible for handing 
on the disease to the next genera- 
tion. 

“If it were possible to prevent all 
children under 0 from coming into 
contact with leprous infection, the 


disease would probably die out with- 
in a couple of generations. 

“There are at least 5,000,000 lepers 
i the world. There are probably 
far more infected but in whom the 
disease never develops. Out of all 
cases of leprosy, only about one in 
four is capable of transmitting the 
infection to others.”

Gets Big Ovation But Program 
Is Mediocre; Voice Has 
Limitations. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
ME. KIRSTEN FLAGSTAD, 
the Norwegian diva who has 
had the operatic world by the 

ears for the last several seasons, 
made her second appéarance in St. 
Louis last night when she gave a 
song recital at the Municipal Au- 
ditorium under the auspices of the 
Civic Music League. A capacity 
audience heard the recital and was 
highly demonstrative in its ap- 
proval. Few singers have won such 
ovations in St. Louis. 

Mme. Flagstad’s chief attributes 
as a singer are a fresh voice with 
power, resiliensy and an interesting 
quality, an unaffected style and an 
ingratiating stage presence. These 
were in evidence at all times. One 
felt the sincerity of her approach 
to the music even when it ‘was 
lacking in emotional force. This 
transparent honesty of intention 
gave her an immediate purchase on 
the affections of her listeners who 
responded by creating an atmos- 
phere of friendliness. 

Program’ Mediocre. 

Even so it is difficult to account 
for her fame on the basis of last 
night’s performance. First of all, 
\her program was of such a medi- 
ocre average quality that it could 
not have tested the capacity of an 
artist even if it had been explored 
to the fullest. It offered first a 
group of minor songs by Strauss, 
which were followed, but not bet- 
tered by groups drawn from the 
works of Grieg, Jordan, Joseph 
Marx and others. The final group 
was made up of two arias from 
the Wagner operas, “Elsa’s Dream” 
and the soprano half of the duet 
from the first act of “Walkuere”— 
arias which would have a rich 
poetic content when related to their 
context and supported by an or- 
chestra, but which were thin and 
disjointed when accompanied by. a 
piano. 

Any one of the songs in her first 
three groups might be caHed pleas- 
ing when considered by itself. But 
what was merely pleasing and nice- 
ly poised, disappeared in a mist of 
triviality after it had been repeat- 
ed some 10 times or more. 

Nor was this deficiency in variety, 
contrast and arresting poetic qual- 
ity supplied by the singer out of 
her own resources. She gave no 
evidence of a wide emotional range 
and declined most of her opportu- 
nities for pointing up the signifi- 
cance of the music by the use of 
subtle dynamics and _ internal 
stresses. 

Voice Has Limitations. 

Moreover, Mme. Flagstad’s voice 
had limitations which would pre- 
vent one from classifying it as phe- 
nomenal. The upper voice was not 
produced with the same freedom as 
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she probably realized herself since 
she handled her high notes like 
so many hot coals. 

These observations, of course, are 
made in reference to a high stand- 
ard—a standard that has been set 
by great lieder singers, many of 
whom are still available. Judged 
by that standard—and there is no 
good reason why an artist of Mme. 
Flagstad’s reputation shouldn't be 
so judged—she is certainly not a 
great lieder singer. In opera, where 
she can mold a_i characterization 
along a single line and where the 
total effect is created with the as- 
sistance of the orchestra, the scen- 
ery, the dramatic action and other 
accessories, the results are prob- 
ably much different. 

Mme. Filagstad was accompanied 
last night by Edwin McArthur, a 
pianist of great facility, who played 
the whole program from memory.

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AMENDMENTS NEEDED 
FOR SOCIAL SECURITY 


three Necessary for Full Par- 
ticipation by Missouri, - At- 
torney-General Says.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2.— 
Three amendments to the Missouri 
Constitution will be necessary be- 
fore the State can participate fully 
in the Federal social security pro- 
gram, Attorney-General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick said last night. Present 
constitutional provisions, he ex- 
plained, make it impossible to enact 
aws required by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in order to take part in 
the unemployment compensation 
and mothers’ aid sections of the 
program. 

To enable Missouri to set up an 
unemployment compensation sys- 
tem, the Attorney-General said, the 
Constitution must be amended to 
permit the State to make grants 
of public money for the purpose, 
and also to authorize the deposit 
of State unemployment compensa- 
tion funds in the Federal trust fund 
at Washington, as required by the 
Socia] Security Act. 

Tax Begins Next Month. 

A Federal] tax of 1 per cent on 
1936 payrolls will be collected next 
month, and employers in states 
which had set up approved unem- 


ployment compensation systems by 
Dec. 31, 1935, will receive credit up 
to 90 per cent of the Federal tax 
for payments made to state funds. 
The Federal tax will be 2 per cent 
in 1937 and 3 per cent in 1938 and 
thereafter. It is estimated the 1936 
Federal tax in Missouri will be $9,- 
000,000. : 

McKittrick said another consti- 
tutional amendment would be re- 
quired to obtain Federal aid for 
payments to mothers and depend- 
ent children. Counties now are au- 
thorized to make provision for 
mothers’ pensions, while the Social 
Security Act requires that a state 
make contributions from its own 
funds before it may share in Fed- 
eral payments. 

A three-month study of consti- 
tutional and legislative fevisions 
which must be made before Mis- 
souri can take full advantage of the 
social security program is being 
made by a committee appointed by 
Gov. Park and headed by State Sen- 
ator Allen McReynolds of Carthage. 


A report to the Governor, for sub-" 


mission to the Legislature when it 
convenes in January, is expected to 
be completed in about two weeks. 
The committee is considering the 
possibility that a constitutional 
amendment may be required to low- 
er the limit for old-age pensions 
from 70 to 65. The Federal act 
requires a 65-year limit by 1940. 

McKittrick suggested constitu- 
tional amendments might be sub- 
mitted at a special election to pre- 
vent delay in Missouri’s full partici- 
pation in the program.

J: was truly a marvelous recep- 


tion that Buenos Aires and the 

entire Argentine Republic, its 
President, Cabinet and people, gave 
to the President of the United 
States. An enthusiastic crowd of 
a million and a half crowded every 
street in the great Argentine city, 
now in the spring season, and most 
pleasing were two words used by 
the Argentine President Justo, “Mi 
Amigo,” “My Friend,” as he greeted 
the American President. 

Those two words, “Mi Amigo,” 
extended in all sincerity, from one 
end of the two American continents 
to the other, would solve the Amer- 
ican peace problem and: this coun- 
try need not worry about the two 
words popular in Europe and Asia, 
“My Enemy.” 


In Britain’s attitude toward the 
King’s proposed marriage with an 
American lady, reported ffom Lon- 
don, “a united front against the 
King formed by British parties,” 
you detect a trace of hypocrisy. 


You wonder that a nation will- 
ing to overlook any sort of immor- 
ality on the part of reigning En- 
glish sovereigns, provided it be not 
“too public,” and provided the King 
marries some respectable Princess, 
“on the side,” should be so deeply 
distressed about their young King 
marrying a normal, well-behaved 
young woman to whom he is evi- 
dently’ deeply attached. 


A British nobleman, recently vis- 
iting the United States, said: 

“The lower classes in England 
approve the King’s marriage idea; 
they like the interest he shows in 
his most unfortunate subjects who 
live in the slums and work in mines, 
or lack work. The upper classes 
dislike his idea of marrying an 
American, but in England the up- 
per and the lower classes do not 
count. England is ruled by her 
middle classes, as everybody 
knows.” 


If the King should marry Mrs. 
Simpson, it would be the nearest 
approach to a royal marriage with 
an English bride in a long time. 
Mrs. Simpson is of English descent, 
and no King since Henry VIII has 
married a_ full-blooded English 
woman; they have all married 
Princesses of foreign blood, includ- 
ing the late King George, whose 
most estimable widow, Queen Mary, 
is German. 


Washington reports that the Pres- 
ident, using. the discretion given 
him by Congress, will order the con- 
struction of two battleships to cost 
$50,000,000 each. Many will hope 
that the statement is mistaken, espe- 
cially as the President is said to be 
doing this to “match Britain's 
move.” 


Thus far, President Roosevelt has 
not shown himself a “copycat,” even 
as regards England. Two battle- 
ships would cost enough to build 
some real airplanes. If we should 
build those battleships, squandering 
$100,000,000 of the public money on 
them, and then be foolish enough 
to send them out, in case of war, a 
couple of $50,000 airplanes would 
sink them, or low-priced subma- 
rines would blow them up. 


The navy would like them to 
oblige elderly Admirals too old to 
fly, too deep in a rut to think. Sup- 
pose Uncle Sam built those two bat- 
tleships for $100,000,000, at what 
would they shoot? Does any goose 
imagine that any but airplanes 
would attack this country? 


London’s Crystal Palace, covering 
17 acres, went up in flames, visible 
for 50 miles. London has not seen 
so great a fire since “the” great fire 
of 1660. “That fire started at 1 
o'clock in the morning in a house 
in Pudding Land; you may read 
some interesting details in Pepy’s 
Diary. Burning four days, the fire 


, caused great destruction, but did 


good in the end. It wiped out, for 
one thing, the great plague of Lon- 
don, that made the citizens mark 
their doors with a red cross and 
“Lord, have mercy upon us,” and 
caused the grass to grow in Lon- 
don’s streets. London was rebuilt 
of brick—after the fire, no more 
wooden houses—and streets were 
made wider.
